The date of Jacob's death was a puzzle. The latest docuasnted 
date for him as of this compilation was b7S5, Ha was in the 
1790 census and he may be in the 1800 census but not as the head 
of the family. An eminent historian of thia areca, Maleolw Fowler, 
believed that Jacob Smilie died betwen 1795 and 1800 and that a 
record of his estate would ba in the Court Miuvtes of Cumberland 
County for these years. A search by a competent genealogist did 
not find the record. 


According to femily tradition, there were two sens, Henry and 
Tilton D. "IT, DB." born after 1800. The tradition also persisted 
that Jacob Smilie did move to Georgia and Alabam2: and was buried 
in the McNeill Cemetery, Pine Level, Alabama. 


Tradition and tombstone dates have often been proved in error. 
Jacob Smilie must have died in or neer 1800, and-all his children 
must have been born prior to 1800.

Many thanks for your nice long letter of March 8 enclosing 
all the family data. I am pleased to see that you are digging and working 
in the old records too. I have had two hice letters from Mrs. Richey, sa 
it looks like Iam now on a sojourn into the Smylie family genealogy. 
Fortunately, Mrs. Richey has some cohtacts who have some very excellent 
records and I think the job may not be too difficult. Iam sure that any 
family would be easy compared to my work on the Magees. 


Now, to get down to business. I have some questions on the 
material you sent me which I will discuss first; then I have some infor- 
matioh which Mrs. Richey has sent me which I think you may find of 
interest. 


1, In the material attached to your letter under the title "Our Line, " you 
indicate the following children of William Smylie, son of John Smylie . 
of Argyle, Scotland: 


(1) Neil Smylie; born 1779; died 1866. | 
(2) Matthew Smylie, who was killed at 
‘ Shiloh ; children listed are Kate 
: and Mary Ann. 
(3) Sarah Jane, who married Granpa Baker.

I find this confusing in two regards: 


{1} You list our Great Grandfather, Nell, aga son of 
William Smylie, and

As I recall, from my conversation with Miss Fanny, she said we did 
not know who Neil Smylie's father was and that there weré only three : 
inf the group only -- his brother, Matthew, and his sister, Sarah. In Lie ee 
your diggings in Aunt Sue's material have you found any definite proof ee 
that Neil was the son of William or.is that just hearsay? I know that 

Mrs. Richey wrote that a William Smylie obtained a passport across the “3 
Creek Indian nation in 1802, but I have seen no proof that Neil is a son *

It lists two boys, eighteen to 
twenty-six (this would prdbably bd Neil and Matthew); one boy, twenty- 
six to forty-five (I cannot identify him); and one girl, ten to sixteen (who 
is probably Sarah). | | ; 


The 1816 Census, however, lists one male over twenty-one and one 
female over twenty-one (Neil and his wife); and two males under twenty - 
dne (Neil, Jr. and Matthew); and one female under twenty-one (Sarah). 
(Please note the age breakdown in this census is not the same as that 

ih 1820.) He is also listed in this census as ownihg seveh slaves. 


It is quite probable that the additidnal male listed in ine 1820 Census in 
the twenty-six to forty-five group was some other relative living with 
him at the time, since this was the custom. The ages ofthe boys check 
with the records for our Neil was born 1799 and in 1816 would have been 
seventeen years old, and in 1820 would have been twenty-one years old.

In the Treaty with the Ghecuae indtageccl 1820, the U. S. bought © 
from the Indians the land which is now Hines, Copiah, Sitpson Counties 
and areas north. Many of the settlers in the older parts of the State 
thoved into the new counties when the lands were opened. 


The Copiah County 1823 tax list shows Achibeld Thompson; 13 slaves; 

$9.75. Jesse Thompson and William Thompson, each paying a 75 cent 

poll tax; and Matthew Smylie. The 1824 tax list for Copiah County 

lists Matthew Smylie paying one poll tax, no slaves, total: 75 cents. 

And Neil Smiley; 5 slaves and tax of $6 and Neil Smylie, dne poll tax 

of 75 cents. 1825 tax list for Copiah County shows Matthéw Smiley 

-with one poll, Z slaves; total: $2.25; Neil Smiley: one poll, 6 slaves;
